T he firſt reſtimonie,by which God affureth vs of our e« 
letion,is the inward teſtimonie of the ſpirit, of which the - 
Apoſtle ſairh : the ſprrit(of God)teffifieth varo our ſpirits, 
that we are the children of God Now what isit to bethe ſon 
of God,bur firſt of all ro be predeſtinared ro bee the child 
of God by adoption: and then ro be made aCtually the ſon 
of God by faith : and laſtly by rhe ſame ſpiricalſoto be re- 
generate as Gods children are, and toput on the natureof 
the ſonne of God,or rather the ſonneof God himſelfe, as 
the Apoltleſpeakerh. Therefore the holy Ghoſt,whileſt 
he inwardly bearcth record vnto our ſpirits , thar is, roour

Chriit,becauſe we did or ſhould doe good works:bur wee 


were creared to good workes : which God prepared that we 1-2 
might walke in them , Laſtly, he ſaith not, that the 


grace of Chriſt appeared, becauſe we were to liue ſoberly, 
wſtly,and godly,butthar it therefore appeared, that wee 


. denying all vogodlineſle,and thelults of this world, mg he 


line ſoberly,ruſtly,and godly in thu preſent world. Wee lee 
therefore, that by this do&trine , that wicked opinion is 
ouerthrowne, which teacherh, that wee doe prevent the 
grace of God by our merites which God forelaw. And on 
the contrarie , here wee ſee, how foully the bellygods 
of this world are deceiued,, which reaſunrhus : if wee bee 
predeſtinate to erernall hfe,and our predeſtination be cer- 
raine and ynchaungeable, what need we endeuour our 


ſelues,beleeue, or doe good workes f for howſocuerir fall 


ou, and howlocuer the ele&t doliue , vadoubtedly they 
cannot periſh, becauſe they are predeſtinare to eternall 
hfe, Alas poor wretches,they ſee nor, that they ſcuer thoſe 
things thatare to bee conioined, namely the end and the 
means of the end : and that they breake the chaine,which 
inno wiſe cithet can or muſt be looſed, whilſt that they 
ſcuer their calling and Juſhfication:yeaand Faith rooand 
good workes, from predeſtination and glonfication. As 
though Cod did glonifie them whom he did predeſtinare, 
before hee called and iuſtifiedthem: yea and betore they 
can beleeue, and ſhewtheirquicke and lwely Faith by 


workes. Contrariwiſe,let vslcarne what our dulce 1s, Ifany

bee ele&rto eternall life, they alſo are predeftinate rothe 
meanes by which they come vntoit, And wee beleeue 
(as weare bound to doe) rhat we are predeſtinate to erer- 
nall life: and therefoze we mult alſo belecue, that wee 
haue beene elefted ro Faith and good wortkes :thatby 
them,as by certaine ſteps, we wight be brought to erernal 
life . And therefore ſo farre maſt wee bee from negle- 
cing Faith,and the meanes of good workes, and of a ho- 
ly life : thar contrariwiſe, 1t1s rather ourdutte, to: keepe 
Faith'ina good conſcience, and ro be conuerſantin good 
workes, which.God hath prepared, that wee mighr 
walke in them. And becauſe wee can neither attaine to 
the end, northe_meanes that bring vs thereunto of our 
ſelues. Therefore it is our part to craue themar Gods 


handes by praier,that hee would gme vs Faith, and a care 


to doe good workes, andincreale themin vs , Neither 
mult wee onely aske them, bur allo cerrainely truſt 
that we ſhall obraine them tor Chriſt his cauſe. For, if 
forall them winch are predeſlinared to erernall lite, God 
hath prepared faith , by which they may belecue, and 
200d workesto walke in: therefore it wee belecue (as by 
Gods commaundement wee are bound) that we are in 
Chriſt elected to erernall glorie : we muſt alfo be per. 

ſuaded ,'thatbeſorc wee depart hence, hee will giue vs 
true repentance,encreale rue taith,inflame vs with loue : 
laftly,that he will muſter vnro vs aboundantly all things 
in Chriſt;to obtainethe end. Y ea this confidence alſo and 
praier,it 15 one efteCt of predeſtinarion, by which wee ger 
there{t;Theretore this doctrine wee mult hold, tharpre-= 
de{tivationto eternall hte duth not take away the meanes 
of obtaining ir, but rather eſtabliſh them. And therefore 
both theſe principles are true,namely,that the elect tolife 
caunot perth :and vnleſle, a man beleeue in Chriſt, and 
perlcuer vato the endin this faith working by loue , he 
ſhall periſh, Thereafon is,becaulc in predeſtination, the 
meanes andrhe endoftareſo ioined together, that the 
one caunot be ſeuered fromthe other. VV herefore whoſo- 
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euerholdeth not the means vnto the end(amongſt which 


faithis one)it is manifeſt , chat he was neuer predeſtinare, 


and therefore muſtneedsperith :as on the contrarie, he 
which ho!derh faith, muſt needs be ſaued. So the truth of 
theſe propoſitions is euident : hee which beleueth in the 
Sonne, hath erernalll life : contrariwiſe, he which _ 
belecueth not inthe Sonne , the anget of 4 
God remaineth vpon him,becaule one? 
as a conſtant Faith is a figne 
of eletion :{o obſtinart
